Notre Dame. — Stalin will not 
dare to plunge the world into war 
‘if the free nations stand together 
and are prepared militarily to meet 
aggression,” Paul C. Hoffman, Ad- 
ministrator of the Economic Co- 


|operation Administration, said here 


Sunday in a commencement address 
at the University of Notre Dame. 

More than 6,000 persons attend- 
ing Notre Dame’s 103rd commence- 
ment exercises heard Mr. Hoffman 
emphasize the urgency of the task 
before the ECA, and assert that 
“as the Soviets seek to share their 
slavery and starvation with the 
rest of the world we seek to share 
our freedom and abundance.” The 
Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, C.S.C., 
slepptaet of Notre Dame, awarded 


and four other persons at the com- 
mencement, at which nearly 900 
seniors, from every state in the 
Union and several foreign coun- 
tries, were graduated. 

Describing the Soviet dictator- 
ship as “probably the most power- 
ful the world has ever seen,” Mr. 
Hoffman stated bluntly that the 
Soviets have “launched on a well- 
thought-out program of destroying 
all free institutions. 

“Today there is a clear cut divi- 
sion between the barbaric dictator- 
ship of Stalin, aggressive, expand- 
ing, insatiable, and the free west- 
ern civilization developed through 
twenty centuries of Christianity on 
the broad foundation of classical 
Greece and Rome. Woven into the 
' fabric of western civilization is the 
Christian ethic with its moral and 
spiritual code. The Politbureau has 
no moral or spiritual code; in fact, 
it prides itself on its amorality. It 
respects foree and force alone, and 
will yield only to force. 

“The free peoples of Western 
Civilization are at last discovering 
a firm, sound basis for united ac- 
tion. We are joined now not by 
mere expediency but by fundamen- 
tal morality.” 

Commenting on the vast impor- 
tance of the ECA, Mr. Hoffman 
declared that its task has “no pre- 
cedent in history. 

“By the use of American dollars, 
American food, American steel, 
coal and other goods,” he said, 
‘we are to promote the recovery 
of hundreds of millions of people 
in many great nations from the 
disastrous aftermath of the world’s 
most terrible war. 

“We are to seek above all to 
have each of these nations cooper- 
ate fully with all the others. We 
are to help them to help them- 
selves. We are to use our own re-

stances so many of our young peo- 
ple are keeping their heads, that 
they are going calmly and con- 
structively about their day-to-day 
business, that they are anxious, 
like all of us, but by no means 
disheartened. 

“I think their instinct is sound. 
The end of the fighting has brought 
us a chance to take stock of some 
of the realities of our human po- 
sition. That is one of the most 
precious aspects of our democ- 
racy—that we are free to face 
the facts.” 

Discussing unselfishness and 
justice of conduct in modern times, 

ishop Noll in his address said in 
part: 

“You know the Church’s sound 
philosophy on the subject of a just 
profit for the employer, a just wage 
for the worker, and a just price for 
the consumer. Will you always be 
guided by that philosophy, or 
you succumb to the selfish attitude 
so prevalent in the entire economic 
field? Pope Leo’s Encyclical deal- 
ing with the ‘Reconstruction of the 


Social Order is now nearly sixty, 


and that of Pope Pius XI nearly 
twenty years old, yet few Catholics 


‘are conversant with the doctrine 


taught in them. These documents 
teach that both capital and labor 
need each other imperatively, and 
that neither could be employed 
without the patronage of the gen- 
eral public, seldom resorted to, can 


assert. its own selfishness. Hence 
you must stand by the principles of 
social justice, which were never in- 
tended to operate unilaterally, or in 
favor of one group only. In France, 
Italy, and many other countries, 
labor is under Communist direction, 
creating that situation which neces- 
sitates the Marshall Plan counter 
attack.” 


Commenting on Bishop Noll’s 
participation in the college’s 101st 
commencement, Sister Madeleva, 
the president, wrote: 


“He is not only our bishop but 
our friend. As one of the two 
colleges for women in his diocese 
we enjoy the solicitude of his care 
and the wisdom of his direction. On 
our Baccalaureate day he comes 
to speak to our seniors as they 
enter their great apostolate of life. 
Our commencement will owe its 
chief distinction to his presence. 
He could not honor Saint Mary’s 
more fittingly than by presiding 
at the conferring of academic de- 
grees on this the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his o«dination to the priest- 
hood.” 

To the 85 graduates of the col- 
lege, Sister Madeleva, in her con- 
vocation address, said: 

“Today you cease to be school 
girls. Tomorrow you become re- 
sponsible young women in a dis- 
traught world. You become its 
teachers, its mothers, its social 
leaders, jts spiritual apostles, its 
religious. You have had your 
Catholic schcols. What of the stu- 
dents of 19607 What of your own 
children? Will the Catholic schools 
survive to educate them? This is 
your responsibility for the old, the 
Catholic learning and a newer, a 
holier academic look. You and your 
generation must save the Christian 
school, You must understand and

make and s:ipport the legislation, 
state and federal, that will protect 
it. You must fight laws and lead- 
ers that would destroy it. You 
must previde the teachers, the re- 
ligious vocations to staff the Cath- 
olic schools for students ten, twen- 
ty, thirty years from now. You 
must finance these schools. . .” 
Sister Madeleva also referred to 
another fact: “The fact that four of 
you are receiving your degrées with 
majors in reiigion is of unique im- 
portance. This has not happened 
before at St. Mary’s. nor at any 
college, so far as we know.”

ECENTLY, at a convention on the Pacific Coast, the delegates 

were discussing the world’s need for democracy. Far off in 
a corner of the big room sat a woman—one of America’s thousands 
and thousands of housewives. But this woman was different. 
Like Martha, she knew Christ; and knowing Him, she had 
made her home a world with wide horizons and a dwelling place 
for the spirit of wisdom. 

Quietly she listened to what the others had to say about 
democracy. Their ideas seemed confused and superficial. As 
she listened, she felt she should make her voice heard. Finally 
she stood up, and with pounding heart and shaking knees she 
suggested to the chairman that it might. be well to define democ- 
racy. “What does the word mean?” she asked. Over the great 
room ran a murmur of surprise. 

Several delegates volunteered halting, confused definitions. 


What Creates Religious 
Unity? 


Come leading Protestant churchmen have long been ad- 

vocating the merger of many denominations, which they 
envision as “unity.” But could such a merger effect a real 
““inity’”? Do not the gentlemen confuse “union” with “unity”? 

We have a “union” of forty-eight states. We.do not call 
it “unity.” even though the differences between one state 
and another are not serious. Early Christian writers al- 
Ways maintained that doctrinal differences interfered with 
Christian unity. The merger of a number of Protestant 
denominations, or of all of them, into one, would not con- 
stitute that “unity of faith” of which St. Paul speaks (Eph. 
IV, 13). The many would not constitute a single “body,” of 
which Christ is the Head, because the membership, no mat- 
ter how tied together by an identical profession of faith, 
would still be committed to the theory of private judgment if 
they remained Protestant, and this would prevent all from 
being “one” according to the mind of Christ.

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What, in your estimation, are the chief faults in the 
Taft “Federal Atd to Education” Bill? 


E see two main objections to 

the Bill as passed by the 
United States Senate. They are: 
(1) Allocations of federal funds 
are made not in favor of the child 
educated, but in favor of only one 
set of schools, in which the major- 
ity are being educated. The school 
holds the place of parents, accord- 
ing to an unanimous decision of 
the Supreme Court some twenty- 
five years ago. According to that 
same decision no single system 
of schools may be held to be com- 
pulsory, but parents assured that 
they might exercise their own 
choice of the school to which they 
would send their child. 


School taxes everywhere are 
governed by the cost per child 
educated and, therefore, the taxes 
should always be in favor of the 
child attending school—any school 
which meets the curricular re- 
quirements of the state. 

“Public Funds” are not to be 
construed as “funds for the edu- 
cation of one group only,” since 
every parent contributes to these 
public funds and certainly would 
have the intention of contribut- 
ing for the education of his own 
children. 

In addition to this diserimina- 
tion, which would not be legal 
according to the Supreme Court 
decision on the Oregon case, there 
is another objection which re- 
lates to an actual injustice, and 
that is (2) that the state is per- 
mitted to count all children in 
both public and parochial schools, 
and pay to local publie schools 
a certain amount of money 
for all children’ counted, even 
those in the parochial schools. 
This means, for instance, that the 
principal of every Catholic school 
must report the names of the 3,- 
000,000 children in Catholic 
schools, to be added to the chil- 
dren in the public schools and the 
latter receive the money allocat- 
ed ‘for all, Applying this to the 
city of Chicago, where 2,000,000 
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children are being educated in 
parochial schools, and you will 
realize that a double taxation is 
levied against Catholics. Would 
you say this is fair? 

In practically every country of 
the world the school tax is di- 
vided among all schools which 
meet the requirements of the 
state, because it is money intend- 
ed to educate the child, and not to 
support a particular school. It en- 
ables the taxpayer to have his 
money used for the education of 
his own children, whether they be 
in the public or other school, since 
both have a legal standing. 


We are certain that if the mem- 
bers of Congress actually under- 
stood how the Education Bill will 
operate their own conscience 
would prevent them from doing an 
injustice to people, who exercise 
their legal right to send their chil- 
dren to the schools of their choice, 


especially when the curriculum is 
not different from that followed 
in the public schools. | 


“Federal aid” represents money 
contributed, in very large part, 
by the patrons of the parochial 
schools. 


An error of judgment, under 
which most people of the United 
States labor, is that the child be- 
longs to the state rather than to 
the parents; and that aid to par- 
ochial schools would assist a 
sectarian cause, rather than the 
education of the children in keep- 
ing with state requirements. Aid| 
to education, federal or any other| 
kind, should be allocated to the 
child educated, rather than to the | 
school in which it is educated. |

The inference is _ ridiculous. 
Protestant parents who send their

dently do it precisely because they 
want their children to be under re- 
ligious influence while they are 
receiving their education. The fact 
is, however, that very few non-

N recent years a greater interest has been shown in the 
welfare of the blind. But, as yet, we have no nation-wide 


census. of our Catholic blind. 


for the blind are to be found 
all situated in the East. 


Only three Catholic schools 
in this country, and these are 


Consequently, if our Catholic blind 


are to be educated, they must attend one of the 65 State 


scnools for the blind. What are 
we doing to safeguard the reli- 
gion of those attending these State 
schools, besides the thousands 
who are living with relatives at 
home? What can be done to help 
our Catholic blind? 


The first step would be to take 
a census of our sightless Catho- 
li¢s in each diocese. A “Catholic 
Guild for the Blind” could then 
be formed to care for their ma- 
terial. and spiritual needs. Re- 
treats for the blind could be or- 
ganized. A Motor Corps and 
voluntary guides could be found 
to take the blind to retreats; to 
Holy Mass on Sundays; to visit 
the doctor, and to some form of 
recreation; such as, the circus; the 
ball game with a portable radio 
etc. A few diocesan Guilds for 


the blind are now in operation and 


are doing wonderful work for our 
sightless Catholics. 


About 40,000 sightless people 
are gainfully employed as music- 
jans; telephone operators; teach- 
ers; storekeepers and in many 
other walks of life. Since about 
15% of the blind can use a See- 
ing Eye dog, ‘the Guild could ad- 
vise and help the blind to procure 
a dog, and thus make them less 
dependent on cthers in going and 
coming from work. 


Besides the great spiritual and 
material aid that the Guild could 
furnish, the education of the Cath- 
olic blind in the tenets of their 
holy faith should be of paramount 
importance. Since the vast ma- 
jovity are either at home or in 
State institutions, Catholic mater- 
ials in Braille, such as, Catech- 
isms, Bible Histories, Discussion 


Club materials, etc., together with 
Catholic Talking ‘book records 
should be furnished to them. We 
have some good Catholic litera- 
ture in Braille, but only 20% of 
the blind are capable of reading 
Braille. Many prefer the Talking 
Book. But, there is a gréat dearth 
of Catholic material on Talking

Vincent de Paul Society and the 
Sodalities in the various parishes 
could cooperate with the Guild and 
thus care for the Catholic blind in 
the various State institutions. The 


greatest comforts that the blind 
receive are the consolations of 
their holy faith. x Guild for the 
Blind could arrange for Holy Mass 
to be celebrated in these -institu- 
tions, or transport them to the 
nearest Catholic church, Catholic 
literature coulo be provided for 
the institutional library. Besides, 
many of our blind are very poor 
and are neglected in homes and 
workshops for the blind, and are 
known only to the local commis- 
sions for the blind. 

Let us hope and pray that the 
day may soon dawn when every 
diocese in the United States will 
have a “Catholic Guild for the 
Blind” under the direction of an 
energetic Catholic priest. The age 
of miracles is not over. Strength- 
ened in the knowledge of a blind 
girl cured through the intercession 
of Our Mother of Perpetual Help 
(whose Novena is now in Braille), 
let us assist and encourage our 
Catholic blind as they grope their 
way in darkness to the Shririe of 
Mary and pray: “Lord that I may 
see!”

‘United, We Stand’ 
Editor: 


AMONG many insidious attacks 
on the Church today, the old 
attempt to drive a wedge between 
clergy and laity is enjoying one 
of its periodical revivals. The 
assault may come from atheistic 
Communists with their cliche of 
a “capitalist” Church exploiting 
the poor, deluded masses. Or it 
may emanate from adherents of 
a “fundamentalist” sect profess- 
ing ardent belief in the inspired 
word of Scripture, but very zeal- 
ous in the propagation of litera- 
ture essentially anti-Christian and 
anti-Catholic. In either case, the 
tactic employed is the old, old one 
of “divide and rule.” In either 
case, the fire is concentrated on 
the laity. For the whole campaign 
is based on the false assumption 
that there exists an essential dif- 
ference between the Catholic clergy 
and the Catholic people, and that 
the latter are incredibly stupid, 
gullible and ignorant. It is for 
us, the people, to refute this pro- 
position, boldly, roundly, when- 
ever occasion offers. But to do so 
intelligently, we must know the 
grounds of our Faith, and some- 
thing, at least, of history. 


Recently, a propagandist of the 
second sort accosted the writer at 
home. She was a woman advanc- 
ed in middle life, well-dressed, ap- 
parentiy cultured, superficially li- 
terate. Well, no sooner did she 
learn that she had to do with a 
Catholic than she launched the 
well-worn charge: “You know the 
priests discourage the laity from 
reading the Bible.” Sharply chal- 
lenged, she admitted that “Lately, 
in the United States, it was differ- 
ent,” but insisted the age-old 
policy of the Church obtained else- 
where. When that, too, was denied, 
and she was shown a Missal (made 
in Belgium, by the way, and bear- 
ing the Imprimatur of the Arch- 


bishop of Mechlin) containing the 
direct Scriptu:al passages for 
every day of the year, she changed 
her ground. Now it was the Doc- 
trine of Purgatory. It was un- 
Scriptural; it was made a matter 
of faith under Pope Gregory, al- 
though which Pope Gregory she 
was unable to say. And, although 
a Scriptural enthusiast, she seem- 
ed never to have heard of the 
Books of Maccabees—not even to 
object to them as apocryphal, as 
did the 16th Century Protestants. 
Finally, she contended that the 
priests themselves differed wide- 
ly in rnatters of faith! And so on, 
with many irrelevancies, for a 
good half-hour or better, 

The point to grasp is this: to 
defend the Faith, we must know 
it. And we must show all antagon- 
ists that there is no shadow of 
division between Catholics, clergy 
or lay, in essentials of dogma, here 
or any where else in the world; 
that there never was, and there 
never will be. It ‘is our plain duty 


to bear testimony to the Truth. 


It is a work of charity towards 
God and towards our fellow-men, 
yes, even to those who, blindly, and 
perhaps not out of malice, seek to 
dismember Christ’s Mystical Body. 

Let us’ remember, “United, we 
stand; divided, we fall.” The 
Chureh of God. will not fall; but 
no one of us, individually, can 
count an any ‘such. assurance of 
infallibility. . It-is up to us. And 
the whole Church suffers in the 
fall of any one of her members. 
They want to divide us? Yes, 
they do. But may it never be said 
that we let them! ~

Ohio, had its beginnings on | 
July 24, 1842, when Reverend J.) 
O’Mealy arrived to assume the du- | 
ties of first resident pastor: Fa- 
ther O’Mealy’s parish extended ov- 


er a large territory, but the num- 
ber of Catholics was very small. 


Later, under Father Karge, the | 
German Catholics, who composed | 


practically the entire parish, saw 
the necessity of building a church 
large enough to accommodate a 
growing congregation. They bought 
a site in 1859, and in 1864, laid 
the foundation for the present St. 
Mary’s Church. 


As early as 1852, a Catholic edu- 
cation had beer provided for the 
Catholic children, although the 
work was carried on in rented 
rooms in various locations. In 
1888, however, children, to say 
nothing of the Sister, were proud 
and happy to march into a new, 
three-story school building. 


About the year 1908 Father Non- 
nen, the pastor, carried out a plan 
which had long nurtured—to pro- 
vide the church with a town clock. 
Father Nonen himself ‘was old, but 
he was rewarded by seeing the 
clock installed -and hearing it 
stcike about the time of his golden 
jubilee. This clock on St. Mary’s 
Church steeple still serves as a 
sentinel to friend and stranger, 
every quarter hour of the year its 
soft tones are a reminder to the 
wayfarer that time is fleeting. 


In the same year the work of 
the high school was begun at St. 
Mary’s. Commercial quarters were 
provided. Later a laboratory was 


fitted out and apparatus was in- 


WALSH 


stalled for science classes. The| 


first commercial class was graduat- 
ed in June, 1911. 


In 1921 the high school was ac- 
credited, and five students com- 
pleted the four-year program. By 
that time grade and high school 
enrollments were increasing so 
rapidly that in 1926 it was neces- 
sary te erect a separate building 
for grade pupils. High = school 
classes are still held in the original 
building. 

What Saint Mary’s lacks in size, 
she makes up for in enthusiasm, 
loyalty, and desire for the finest 
educational advantages that can be 
had. Her students love the reli- 
gious spirit and the traditions that 
have endeared their Alma Mater 
to them from childhood.

ESTERDAY: 

Francis Bernadone, the son 
of a wealthy merchant, was born 
in the small Italian town of Assisi 
in the year 1182. So handsome, 
brave and courteous was he as a 
youth that the young noblemen of 
Assisi loved him dearly- for his 
merry and generous character. To 
have a good time was his desire: 
the more money he spent the hap- 
pier he was. When a day came to 
crown one of the crowd as “king 
of youth,” the banqueting throng 
placed the crown on the head of 
Francis. 


In the year 1205 war broke out 
between the cities of Assisi and 
Perugia, and Francis was captured 
and taken prisoner by the Perug- 
ians. During his captivity, realiz- 
ine what a useless life he had been 
leading, he resolved to turn away 
from enjoyments and pleasures and 
to begin a life of poverty. He gave 
all his worldly possessions to the 
poor, and with a small band of fol- 
lowers wandered about the coun- 
tryside, rendering aid to the help- 
less. His constant prayer, “My 
God and my aill,” explains both 
his poverty and his wealth. While 
most people tried to become rich, 
Saint Francis took the virtue of 
poverty as his bride. 


During one of his retreats he 
received on his hands, feet and side 
the print of the five bleeding 
wounds of Jesus. On October 4, 
1226, with the words, “Welcome, 
Sister Death,” on his lips, he pass- 
ed to the glory of his God.

Will you define “Means of 
Grace’’? 


We have called your attention 
to the fact that the Sacraments 
are the chief means of grace, or 
the channels of supernatural and 
divine life. Other means are pray- 
er, the Mass, and other forms of 
private and public devotions, with 
which we shall deal later. 


Just as one might be well in- 
structed in secular knowledge 
|without it being helpful because he 
never makes use of it, so one might 
be a finished theologian, might have 
all the knowledge contained in the 
Catholic Encyclopedia and still be 
a rogue. In other words, knowl- 
edge of one’s religion is not all- 
sufficient. By the same token one 
might accept Christ as his Savior, 
and still be damned because he 
refuses to regulate his life by the 
unchangeable moral law. 


If Protestants do not stress the 
Sacraments as means of grace, it is 
only because, having no claim to 
Apostolic succession through the 
valid reception of Holy Orders, 
they are not empowered to admin- 
ister any of the Sacraments except 
Baptism, in whose efficacy most of 
them do not really believe. Every 
Christian sect that has survived, 
even as.a small remnant, from the 
fourth and fifth centuries, has re- 
tained all the seven Sacraments, 
because they did not lose the Sac- 
rament by which, for instance, 
their clergy are enabled to for- 
give sin, to consecrate at the altar, 
etc,

[N the month of the Sacred Heart it is well to think of the 
Queen Mother’s part in families already consecrated to 


her divine Son.

“And we are confi- 
dent,” wrote Pius XII, “that abun- 
dant blessings and favors from 
heaven will surge forth from this 
private and public consecration.” 


The solemn consecration of the 
entire world occurred during. the 
silver jubilee year of the appari- 
tions and prophecies of our Lady 
of Fatima. Mary had then spoken 
peatiomiey of the consecration of 

ussia. ‘Phe Pontifical consecra- 
tion of the world naturally includ- 
ed Russia, with particular refer- 
ence to those who have tradition- 
ally honored the Blessed Virgin 
there through the presence of her 
icons or images and pictures in 
their homes. 


Consecrating the family to the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary might 
also be accompanied with the plac- 
ing of her image in an honored 
place. We find her many statues 
in our churches, ever reminding us 
that her nearness to Christ at the 
throne of grace is never forgotten 
in the fulness of Catholic faith and 
devotion. 


Since our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart spent thirty years with Him 
in the holy family of Nazareth, 
and was present with our Lord at 
the marriage feast of Cana, ought 
not her image be enthroned in 
every Christian home?

Auto racing, whether in large or small cars, is a very dangerous 
pastime which attracts those of a mechanical bent and who are of 
the extreme daredevil type. There are bound to be accidents in 
such a hazardous calling, even on the Indianapolis track where the 
upmost in safety measures is enforced in an effort to protect the 
drivers and spectators alike. However, when a racing car is hurt- 
ling along at around 125-130 miles an hour, anything can happen 
and, all too frequently, does. It is a game only for the most stout 
hearted.

problems that “sex offenders are 
made, not born.” “They are made 
by a society which has given them 
a distorted picture of the meaning 
of sex, a society which has pro- 
vided information that stimulates 
rather than educates. They are 
also made by a home environment, 
which leaves a child beset with 
conflicts, restlessness, emotional 
instability and hostility.” 


To answer this question in a way 
which will satisfy each case is 
impossible. Many angles (not to be 


confused with “angels”) are in- 
volved. Each individual, and each 
family will have a different set 
of circumstances to deal with. 
Personalities and age groups will 
make a_ difference. Any writer, 
or advisor to youth and parents, 
who will propose to lay down a 
definite time for everybody to 
abide by is only kidding himself 
and everyone else involved. There 
are a few things though that 
might be remembered in general 
in solving the question whenever 
it comes up—and it seems to keep 
coming up. 


Dr. Kirkendell’s conclusions are 
borne out by the findings of the 
National Organization for Decent 
Literature. It has discovered that 
many publishing houses have 
specialized in the production of 
“sex books” designed more to 
“stimulate than to instruct.” The 
information they contain is wholly 
unsuited to youth, yet most maga- 
zines read by youths carry adver- 
tisements in which these books are 
offered to them at a special low 
price. It is common for them to 
offer a $7.00 book for ninety-eight 
cents. The purpose seems rather 
to pervert than to be of help. 


First of all, while it is entirely 
possible that parents can be un- 
reasonable on the point of what 
time young people should get in 
at night, yet their opinion comes 
first. In general, they must be 
given credit for knowing what 
they are talking about. They have 
gone through all the stages that 
you are going through. They can 
see difficulties and occasions of 
trouble about which you have nev- 
er dreamed. By the fact that they 
have lived longer than you, their 
experience is greater. If they can 
save you from knocking yourself 
out on a brick wall which you had 
never known was_ there—well 
that’s what they want to do. So 
it is, that your Mother or Dad 
will say, “Ten o'clock!” when per- 
haps you think it ought to be 
eleven or even midnight. 


It was, until a few years ago, 
the same with nearly all the 
Story magazines, whose publishers 
sought a larger circulation first by 
creating a prurient mind in order 
to feed it. Happily, thanks to the 
National Organization for Decent 
Literature, there has been a great 
improvement in such periodicals. 
However there are still many in 
circulation which want to be “bad” 
because they are unwilling to be- 
come clean enough to entitle them 


They are distributed over the na- 
tion by freight, by truck, by bus, 
and find their way into novelty 
shops and many other places fre- 
quented by youths. When they are 
not on open display they are kept 
under the counter, along with 
other filth, to be served on request. 


Another thing to remember is 
this: do not get the idea that your 
parents do not trust you if they 
want you home by a certain time, 
or at a time which you think too 
early. It is easy to fall into that 
line of thought. Your parents, 
for the. most part, want to trust 

ou and do. It is simply that they 
Know you better than you know 
yourself. They know that you need 
bringing along, so that when the 
time comes when you are on your 
own, you will be able to meet: life 
as it comes and be better able to 
overcome its trials and tempta- 
tions. They realize that later on 
there isn’t much they can do when 
a certain decision comes up be- 
fore you. So they want to take 
advantage of the time that they 
have with you now to train you 
to meet these decisions later. 


No it isn’t that they do not trust 
you. Do not get insulted about} 
that. They simply want to be 
watchful over you now, see that 
you get the right ideas for suc- 
cessful and happy living—then 
they know that they can trust 
you to live according to laws of 
God and your conscience when you 
are on your own. So when Dad or 
Mother says, “Ten o’clock to- 
night” they may have some of 
these things in mind. 


Again, get the habit of talking 
things over with your parents. 
Do your part to keep things go- 
ing smoothly. If a “special night” 
comes along and you present the 
situation reasonably, without tak- 
ing a stand to begin with, you 
might be surprised how far you 
will get. 


In general, then the question of 
what time kids of high school age 
should get in at night, depends 
largely on’ you and your parents 
deciding. it for your own circum- 
stances and for the general good 
of the family. The Jones family 
up the street or the Smith family 
down the street might have dif- 
ferent ideas, but what’s import- 
ant for you is your family’s idea. 
Stick by your parents, not. the 
Jones’ or the Smith’s ideas. It 
might be midnight or all night 
for others, but if your folks say 
so, the time to get in is “Ten 
o'clock tonight!”

It is 
bad enough when the home does 
not have wholesome religious and

have nothing to do with the war 
are being killed or injured; their 
homes are wiped out; churches, 
schools and hospitals are destroy- 
ed. . . We beg you to intercede 
with the responsible statesmen of 
your countries so that no further 
acts of warfare may be carried 
out, which by striking blindly at 
innocent populations, by mutila- 
ting the face of our country, might 
engender between our nations a 
volume of hatred which not even 
peace will be able to assuage.” 


Cardinal Van Roey, Primate of 
Belgium, made substantially the 
same appeal in June of that year: 
“Death and despair reign over 
practically the entire country. We 
are told indeed that these tragic 
results are an inevitable corollary 
of war operations, which aim at 
destroying the means of transport 
and factories used by the enemy. 
The truth, as we have seen it with 
our own eyes, is that, except in a 
few rare cases where a small 
number of aircraft operating in 
daylight hit their objectives with- 
out causing great damage, explo- 
sive and even incendiary bombs 
have been dropped blindly, and 
without distinction over densely 
populated agglomerations cover- 
ing an area of several square kilo- 
meters.” 


The horrifying climax to all this 
was the obliteration of Hiroshima 
with one bomb, wiping out practi- 
cally entirely a populaticn esti- 
mated at 70,000 

These considerations have led 
earnest people to question the 
very concept of a just war.— 
“Human rights were once defen- 
sible by rifles,” they say, “but are 
they defensible by germs, block- 
busters, and A-bombs ?—by means 
so forceful that they leave no one 
on the scene to exercise. the 
rights defended, no theater at all, 
in fact, in which to exercise 
them?” 

Human rights will ever be de- 
fensible—that much is clear.. The 
State as a moral person has the 


same right as the individual to 
protect itself against unjust ag- 
gression. The question reduces 
itself to the legitimacy of the 
various means used in waging 
war. 


The Principles At Stake 

Our first principle, stated clear- 
ly by St. Paul, is that it is never 
allowed to do evil that good may 
result. Hence considerations such 
as shortening the war, saving the 
lives of our boys, fighting fire with 
fire, etc., while they may appeal 
to passion or sentiment, are be- 
side the point. Nothing — abso- 
lutely nothing—can justify the use 
of a method or instrument in an 
immoral way. 


The next principle, the Fifth 
Commandment of the Ten, is that 
it is never allowed directly to kill 
an innocent person. We speak of 
direct as opposed in indirect kill- 
ing. In the one case, the death of 
the victim is our main object; in 
the other, it results as a sort of 
regrettable by-product of our 
action. 


The shooting of a hostage would 
be murder. We intend his death 
directly — whatever our motive 
may be. But if, in bombing a fort, 
arsenal, or other legitimate mili- 
tary objective, a non-combatant— 
say, a nurse—happens to step into 
the path of our shrapnel, that is 
unfortunate. It: happened beyond 
our intention. We did not intend 
to: kill the nurse. It was our pur- 
pose to put our objective out of 
action. 

Mines and booby-traps, for in- 
stance, as long as they are set for 
enemy soldiers, are legitimate. 

The only way, then, in which 
obliteration bombing or the A- 
bomb could be justified would be 
by the notion of total warfare, ac- 
cording to which every citizen of 
the enemy country is considered 
as a combatant— even to babies, 
housewives, nurses, and old folks. 


A Totalitarian Concept 

But this runs against all no- 
tions of warfare prior to 1939. 
One may safely say that it is a 
totalitarian concept utterly un- 
worthy of a God-fearing democ- 
racy. 

That it was a novelty is attest- 
ed by the appeal addressed by Mr. 
Roosevelt to the German and 
Polish governments in September, 
1939:

course of hostilities which have 
raged in various quarters of the 
earth in the past few years, which 
have resulted in the maiming and 
death of thousands of defenceless 
women and children, has _ pro- 
foundly shocked the conscience of 
humanity. If resort is had to this 
sort of inhuman barbarism during 
the period of tragic conflagration 
with which the world is now con- 
fronted, hundreds of thousands of 
innocent human beings, who have 
no responsibility for, and who are 
not even remotely participating in, 
the hostilities which have broken 
out, now will lose their lives.”— 
The italics are mine; the late 
President’s words establish a point 
to be taken up later. 


The Catholic philosophy of war, 
respecting God’s veto on the di- 
rect killing of innocent persons, 
considered enemy soldiers ° as 
guilty of unjust aggression and so, 
deserving of repulsion by force. 
Whether we speak of civilian or 
military, non-combatant or com- 
batant, innocent or guilty, it is 
substantially the same and no 
Catholic theologian of merit has 
abandoned the distinction to es- 
pouse total warfare. 

Against our position, it is con- 
tended that the whole population 
contributed in one way or another 
to the waging of a modern war, 
and so the whole population must 
be classed as guilty combatants. 
This is no more so today than it 
has been in the past. Soldiers have 
always had to be armed, fed and 
clothed; and the civilian popu- 
lation have always contributed 
their taxes more or less cheerfully 
in the support of a war each side 
considers just. So the contention 
is invalid. 


Father Ford’s Opinion 


Father John C, Ford, 8.J., writ- 
ing on “The Morality of Obliter- 
ation Bombing,” in Theological 
Studies, Vol. V, No. 3 (and his 
argument is largely the basis of 
this article) asks: “Is it not evi- 
dent that the most radical and 
significant change of all in modern 
warfare is not the increased co- 
operation of civilians behind the 
lines with the armed forces, but 
the enormously increased power 
of the armed forces to reach be- 
hind the lines and attack civilians 
indiscriminately, whether they are 
thus co-operating or not?” 

That question discovers’ the 
specious reasoning of those who 
defend total warfare. For them it 
is ultimately a. matter of defend- 
ing the expedient rather than the 
truly licit. 

Unless we abandon common- 
sense, how, asks Father Ford, can 
we consider as guilty combatants 
such workers as painters, dairy- 
men, teamsters, decorators, in- 
surance agents, butchers, school 
teachers, physicians, Red Cross 

barbers, boot-blacks, 


The Lineup Opposing It 


Obliteration bombing is defined 
as “The strategic bombing, by 
means of incendiaries and explo- 
sives, of industrial centers of 
population, in which the target to 
be wiped out is not a definite fac- 
tory, bridge, or similar object, but 
a large section of a whole city, 
comparing one-third to two-thirds 
of its whole built-up area, and in- 
cluding by design the residential 
districts of workingmen and their 
families.” 

The mind of the Holy See is 
clearly opposed to it. Father Ford 
judges it immoral; and his posi- 
‘tion is.supported by Dr. John K. 
Ryan and Father Francis Connell, 
C.Ss.R., of the Catholic Univer- 
Father James M. Gillis, 


World; Father John Bazinet, S.S., 
of St. Mary’s Seminary, Balti- 
more; Dr. Guida Gonella, now 
editing the Roman newspaper II 
Popolo; and Bishop Gerald Shau- 
S.M., of Seattle. And 
these are only the names of those 


-who have expressed themselves on 


the point in the public prints. 

It may well be that, in the fu- 
ture, obliteration bombing and, 
more especially, the A-bomb will 
be eschewed by belligerent na- 
tions. There is a _ precedent for 
this in the use of poison gas, a 
weapon too terrible for practical 
use — although abstention from 
this was doubtless dictated by con- 
siderations of expediency rather 
than of ethics. 

It is our duty to form public 
opinion against the resumption of 
obliteration bombing in the fu- 
ture. Wherever we have influence, 
in every circle to which we have 
access, in all our discussions, we 
should insist on the fundamental 
immorality of total warfare. Our

Rededicate Historic 
Mission At San 
Luis Obispo, Calif. 


San Louis Obispo, Cal.—(NC)—~ 
Rededication ceremonies were held 
here, June 6, at the newly-restored 
Old Mission San Luis Obispo, the 
fifth church in the historic Cali- 
fornia Franciscan mission chain.

Attorney General Clark, Bishop Klonowski, 
Senator Myers Among Speakers At Sessions; 
Charles Rozmarek Reelected To Presidency 


Philadelphia. — (NC) — ‘Legislation aiding European 
DP’s which would include former Polish soldiers now in Eng- 
land, was advocated at the second quadrennial! convention 
of the Polish American Congress here. The delegates voted 
to send a delegation to Washington to present the organiza- 
tion’s stand to members of Congress. 


The delegation will be headed 
by Charles Rozmarek of Chicago, 
reelected president of the Con- 
gress, and will include Ignacy 


Nurkiewicz of Brooklyn, head of 
the Congress’ displaced persons 
committee. It will advocate sup- 
port of all measures to aid DP’s. 


Representative Donald L. Jack- 
son of California, addressed the 
final session of the convention and 
advocated the outlawing of the 


Communist Party in the United 
States. 


Lieutenant Governor Arthur W. 
Coolidge of Massachusetts, told 
the delegates the Soviet-domi- 
nated government of Poland “had 
stooped to a new low” in corrupt- 
ing the youth of the nation. He 
pointed out that ordinarily young- 
sters receive their: religious edu- 
cation from their mothers, but 
added that now “more than l.,- 
000,000 motherless waifs in Poland 
are brought up in State institu- 
tions, run by atheistic communists 
whose clenched fist is battering 
down the Christian cross.” 


Others who addressed the con- 
vention included Attorney Gen- 


eral Tom C. Clark; Bishop Henry 
T. Klonowski, Auxiliary of Scran- 
ton; Mayor Bernard Samuel of 
Philadelphia; Stanislaw Mikolaje- 
zyk, former vice premier of Po- 
land, who fled the nation to es- 
cape assassination at the hands 
of the Reds, and U. S. Senator 
Francis J. Myers of Pennsylvania.

en, while the third leaned slightly 
forward, suggesting easy traps- 
formation into a hanging head. 


Then followed, impulse and in- 
spiration, at. first unwelcomed be- 
cause at the time the thought of 
death was foremost and Mrs. Sher- 
idan’s home was in the “front- 
lines” for pilotless bombs. She 
did not wish to stress the tragic 
theme, but there was no getting 
away from the idea. 


Home on leave just then, the 
artist’s brother agreed to act as 
model and, clad in a loincloth, he 
thrust his hands through the rope 
loops which were fixed to a cross- 
bar. For a few moments at a time 
he endured the strain of hanging 
while his sister hastily made the 
small clay model. Then followed 
the long months of carving. In the 
dancing ffirelight during winter 
nights, Mrs. Sheridan, tired after 
her chiseling, gazed with awe upon 
her Christ. “It almost seemed,” 
she said, “as if He breathed. Star- 
ing into His tragically compassion- 
ate face, I found myself asking, 
‘Is it true? Did it really happen?’ ” 


Mrs. Sheridan says that she 
learned more through carving that 
figure than in all. the years of her 
past life and it was then she re- 
solved to become a Catholic. After 


the war she went abroad and was 
received into the Church in Assisi, 
Italy. 


Compelled to sell her old home, 
she decided to come to live in 
Ireland and for about two years 
she has been concentrating on re- 
ligious art in her quiet house be- 
side the ancient Spanish Arch in 
Galway city. In this choice of her 
new home she was encouraged by 
Bishop Michael] Browne of Galway, 
who assured her of a warm wel- 
come and a ready market for her 
work. On his first visit to Mrs. 
Sheridan, the Bishop was much im- 
pressed by the cherry-tree crucifix 
and made her an offer which makes 
sure that this notable work will 
have an honored place in the fu- 
ture cathedral of Galway.

protests from the delegates of two Christian organizations 
during the U.N. discussions here of Article 13 in the Declars. 


The protests were made by A. 
Vanistendael, representative of the 
International Federation of Chris- 
tiun Trade Unions, and Miss Cath- 
erine Schefer, representative of 
the International Union of Catho- 
lic Women’s Leagues. Both or- 
ganizations have consultative sta- 
tus with the United Nations Eco- 
nomic and Social Council and its 
Commissions. 


“If the Commission accepts the 
insertion of the dissolution of 
marriage in this text,” Mr. Vanis- 
tendael told the U.N. group, “it 
must recognize in all fairness an 


‘equal right to the Christians for 


the proclamation of the indissolu- 
bility of marriage, which is 
equally valid for men and women, 
and presents another aspect of 
equality as to marriage. 


“Christians, however don’t ask 
such a proclamation because they 
respect the freedom of conscience 
and practice a real tolerance. 
Nevertheless, they require that 
the same tolerance should be 
shown toward them.” A declara- 
tion of the right to divorce, he 
said, would take on the aspect of 
a norm for “moral guidance for 
individuals and for peoples,”—a 
norm to which Christians through- 
out the world could not agree. 


Stating that her organization 
comprises 36,000,000 women in 
120 organizations in more than 60 
countries, Miss Schaefer asserted 
the proposed amendment would 
“be offensive to our consciences 
and contrary to our deepest con- 
victions of the real freedom, dig- 
nity and good of individuals, the 
family and society.” 


Red Influence In 
U. S. Denounced 


At K. Of C. Meet 


Rochester, N. Y.—(NC) —.Com- 
munist and secularist influences in 
American life were denounced 
sternly by speakers at the 53rd an- 
nual New York State Council, 
Knights of Columbus, which was 
attended by more than 900 mem- 
bers from 247 councils. The con- 
vention adopted a resolution which 
blamed appeasement of Stalin as 
the cause for the world unrest and 
called upon the American people 
to “give articulate expression to 
their opposition to and condemna- 
tion of atheistic communism.” 

Bishop James E. Kearney of Ro- 
chester told the convention that de- 
struction of belief in Christian 
realities will “underwrite barbar- 
ism and open the door to chaos in 
human living.” He urged the 
Knights to enter the field of mod- 
ern education and pit the “com- 
petence of knowledge” against 
those who in the name of novelty 


and progress, would bring back 
“old disorders.” 


Bishop John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., 
of Buffalo, offered the Solemn Mass 


which formally opened the conven- 
tion. 


Msgr. Walter A. Funke, State 
chaplain, told the Knights: “So 
many men who call themselves 
‘free’ are childishly afraid of an 
imagined bogey of ‘ecclesiastical 
domination.’ They would isolate 
God and Church and churchmen 
from all advisory contact with po- 
litical and social entities and in- 
evitably, in the name of a distorted 
and un-American concept of sep- 
aration of Church, turn the State 
over to a godless anarchy, whose 
only possible development is the 
totalitarian tyranny of a Hitler or 
a Stalin.” 7

State OF Israel 
Also Refuses 
Special Citation 


New York—(NC)—Maj. 4 
E. Eban, Israeli repressalstte © 
the United States, has declined op 
behalf of the new State of Israel 
to accept a special citation from 
The Churchman, independent Prot. 
estant Episcopal magazine which 
has been accused of a pro-Soviet 
bias. 

The citation was refused by 
Israel to avoid involving “the 
state of Israel in domestic ¢op. 
troversial matters.” Recently Sec. 
retary of State George C. Marshall 
refused The Churchman’s annya! 
award because, he said, the mag. 
azine was not an official publication 
and it engaged in world political 
discussions. 

Dr. Guy Emery Shipler, editor of 
the magazine, was one of a group 
of Protestant ministers and one 
Protestant layman who visited 
Yugoslavia and reported finding 
je “Ae 
full freedom of religion” under the 
Tito regime. The report has been 
attacked as presenting an incom- 
plete and untrue picture of re. 
ligious conditions in the “Iron Cur- 
tain” country. 

Even though the citation had 
been officially refused by Israel, it 
was accepted by Dr. Israel Gold- 
stein, forme: president of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, acting 
as an “American citizen and a 
Zionist,” at The Churchman’s an- 
nual dinner here. The citation was 
presented by Bishop G. Bromley 
Oxnam of the New York area of 
the Methodist Church, who is an 
outspoken critic of the Catholic 
Church. 

Dr, Goldstein accepted the cita- 
tion in behalf of Israel despite a 
letter trom Alfred Kohlberg, chair- 
man of the American Jewish 
League Against Communism, who 
had written to him charging that 
The Churchman had a “pro-So- 
viet” bias and requesting him to 
reconsider his acceptance. At the 
dinner Dr. Goldstein replied to the 
letter, stating that he felt no bar- 
rier to registering his personal ap- 
preciation for the award to Israel. 

The citation honored Israel for 
offering refuge to persecuted Jews 
of Europe and a home to displaced 
persons and for its stand for the 
dignity of man and equality of op- 
portunity.

Pope’s Hope For 
Peace Impresses 
U.S. Observers 


He Demands Just 
Social Reforms And 
Christian Conscience

Washington—A. most striking 
thing about His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII’s name-day address to 
the Sacred College of Cardinals 
was, in the opinion of observers 
here, its note of hopefulness for 
peace. It was felt that the Sover- 
eign Pontiff definitely indicated a 
helief that things will continue to 
get better throughout the world 
instead of worse. 

This was based largely upon the 
Holy Father’s proclamation of 
1950 as a Holy Year, and the 
language in which he did so. Oc- 
curing only every 25 years, these 
twelve-months: traditionally bring 
thousands upon thousands of pil- 
grims to Rome from all parts of 
the world. It is felt by observers 
that His Holiness would not thus 
have invited great pilgrimages to 
the Eternal City, unless he were 
convinced that Italy is firmly set 
upon the path to stability and re- 
covery. It is felt that he would 
not have extended an invitation to 
pilgrims to come from all parts 
of the world, unless he felt that 
peace would prevail and. that 
world conditions would not inter- 
fere with their coming, beginning 
18 months from now. 

Leading up to his 
ment of the Holy 
Pius said: 

“There was a moment when it 
might have been doubted whether 
the Eternal City would be mater- 
ially and spiritually in a position 
to guarantee a worthy setting to 
an event of such far-reaching 
import. But the vigor, the high- 
mindedness and the strong feel- 
ing for order, justice and peace 
of the people of Rome and of Italy 
have made such a profound im- 
pression on the Catholic world as 
to dispel all doubt and to remove 
the basis of any fear.” 


This is taken as a clear indi- 
cation that the Pope believes Italy 
has made a good _ beginning 
toward a real recovery, and that 
it will continue to follow the path 
it has taken. Observers feel that, 
with 1950 to look forward to—a 
time when they will serve as 
hosts to people from many na- 
tions—the Romans and _ Italians 
will work harder than ever at 
their own rehabilitation. 

The Holy Father’s use of the 
words “the whole Catholic _uni- 
verse’ In making the proclamation 
of the Holy Year, is taken to 
mdicate that His Holiness confi- 
dently believes that the people 
from the whole universe, or at 
least a very large part of it, will 
be able to come to Rome on that 
occasion. Therefore, students of 
such matters say, the Holy Father 
has shown that he does not look

Son Of Hitler’s Aide 
Reveals Pamphlet 
Aroused His Interest

Ingolstadt, Bavaria — (NC) — 
Seven of the eight children of the 
man who was Adolf Hitler’s 
deputy and one of the bitterest 
foes of the Church in Germany 
have become Catholics. That is 
the amazing story I was told by 
one of the sons of Martin Bor- 
mann, 18-year-old Adolf Martin 
Bormann, when I interviewed him 
at the “Canisius Konvikt” here, a 
Catholic boys’ high school. Re- 
ports from other’ sources . that 
young Bormann is at a local semi- 
nary and studying for the priest- 
hood are not correct. 


However, the young man’s ex- 
periences as related by him are 
astounding indeed. The Rev. Hein- 
rich Hofbeck who is in charge of 
the school felt no hesitancy in let- 
ting me talk to him freely. “He is 
one of my best pupils in the re- 
ligious class,” he said. 


Young Borgmann was in a nazi 
school on Lake Starnberg in Ba- 
varia when the war was close to 
its end. With a group of SS troops 
he escaped to Austria, but the 
soldiers left him behind on a Tyro- 
lean farm. 


“One day,” he told me, “I picked 
up a booklet in my host’s living 
room. It was a Catholic pamphlet 
and I read it just because there 
wasn’t anything else to read. It 
aroused my interest. One of the 
maid servants of the farm had 
brought the booklet from the 
church book rack, and now I won- 
dered whether all I had been 
taught about Catholicism by our 
nazi teachers wasn’t a distortion 
of the facts. The shock of Ger- 
many’s sudden collapse may have 
added to my bewilderment.” 


Young Borgmanh sat there in 
the principal’s. study and talked 
quietly. Perhaps, he looked a bit 
too serious for a lad of his age 
yet he was entirely at ease and 
willing to answer all questions.

which they can no longer escape. 
But it is a healthy reawakening 
too, because it releases enervies 
hitherto pent up and, as it were, 
benumbed, with grievous harm to 
individuals and to all mankind.” 


His Holiness scotched the con- 
tention that the fruits of such a 
reewakening inust be contained in 
the “purely religious” sphere, ex- 
cluded from any penetration of 
public life. “The contrary is true,” 
tle Soverign Pontif’ declared. “On 
the civic, national, international 
plane they are involved in every 
question where moral] interests are 
at stake, in every question, briefly, 
which explicitly or implicitly touch- 
es religion.”

will give substance and form to the 
glorious hopes inspired bv victory.” 


The work of rescue, the Soverign 
Pontiff continued, should extend 
to those who have provided them- 
selves with “a double conscience, 
for which they pretend to remain 
members of the Christian commun- 
ity, at the same time they fight 
as auxiliary troops in the ranks 
of those who deny God. This 
very double dealing or this cleav- 
age,” he added, “threatens to make 
of them, sooner or later, a poison- 
ous tumor in the very bosom of 
Christianity. 

“But the reconquest of so many 
wayward and embittered hearts, 
uho have lost the true concepts 
and sound ideas about the world 
and God and themselves,” Pope 
Pius said, “will depend essentially 
on the earnestness, loyalty, energy 
and fairness which all men of right 
principle will bring to the solution 
of the fundamental problems 
growing out of the ruin and revolu- 


math.” 


Pointing out that. “it is not a 
question today of merely distribu- 
ting the products of the social 
economy more equitably in closer 
correspondence with the labor and 
the needs of individuals,” import- 
ant as this requirement may be, 
the Pontiff declared that, because 
of the enormous destruction caused 
bv the war, “every social reform 
is strictly bound up with the ques- 
tion of a prudent organization of 
production.”

First Recorded Jubilee Year Was In 1300

Washington—A Holy Year, the 25th in the history of 
the Catholic Church, has been announced for 1950 by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII, in his address to the Sacred College 
of Cardinals-on June 2, the Feast of St. Eugene, his name- 
day.

In his proclamation an- 
nouncing the conditions of that 
jubilee celebration, the Holy Fa- 
ther referred to a tradition that a 
similar year of jubilee was held 
a 100 years previously, but there 
seems to be no definite record of 
it. 

The Jubilee proclaimed by Boni- 
face VIII constituted an historic 
event in the annals of the Universal 
Church and was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm, some 2,000,000 
pilgrims visiting the sacred soil 
of Rome. Dante Alighieri, who 
was among the pilgrims on this 
occasion, described in his “Divine 
Comedy,” the Ponte S. Angelo, 
crowded by people en route to or 
from St. Peter’s.

When the second Holy Year was 
celebrated, in 1350, Pope Clement 
VI was residing at Avignon and did 
not go to Rome.

Without waiting for the next 50 
years to pass, Pope Urban VI or- 
dered the third Holy Year in 1390. 
It was during his Pontificate that 
the sad “Schism of the West” be- 
gun and he wished to have the 
Holy Year in order to strengthen 
the spirituai unity of the Church. 
Urban VI died before the time of 
the Jubilee and it was celebrated 
by’ his successor, Pope Boniface IX. 
This pontiff lived to celebrate an- 
other Holy Year, the fourth, held 
in 1400. Notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of the antipopes to prevent 
their coming, the crowds were 
again enormous. 


The fifth Holy Year was pro- 
claimed for 1423 by Pope Martin 
V, to mark the return of unity in 
the discipline of the Church after 
the Western Schism. The war in 
Naples prevented a large number 
from making this pilgrimage. The 
sixth Holy Year, observed in 1450, 
under Pope Nicholas V, was marked 
by several accidents so great were 
the crowds. Some 200 pilgrims 
were killed or drowned when a 
parapet of the Ponte S. Angelo 
‘broke. The Holy Father ordered 
'several honses near the bridge 
‘torn down to make a piazza or 
Isquare for the crowds to pass 
‘through.
